know | I'm not a journalist | myself merchants said mr. Saltzburg er he said | have given orders | want both 
sides covered equally you see and then when you took up the paper you would find the news from Spain 
with a headline on one side there would be a story with the name of Kearny William Carney with the Franklin 
troops on the other side Herbert L Mathews at the loyalist side now let me give you an actual episode what 
happened on one side Carney wrote a story saying the arc on the bridge was captured by Franco today this 
is the last avenue that the loyalists have that Madrid has getting food supplies medicines and ammunitions 
and the sphere of meaning at the end of the war on the next side there is a spy witness account mr. 
Matthews | went with him at the risk of his life because they were shooting in the neighborhood that's true we 
went to the Arg and the bridge and just to say that the story is not true we crossed the bridge to the other 
side the trucks were coming in from Barcelona 
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trucks were coming in from Barcelona it's true that they were close by we could hear machine-gun fire that's 
close but the Avenue was open you seen all like that now mr. ox mr. Saltzburg are not being an editor his 
idea of fairness was to have a story saying the arganda bridge see an eyewitness account saying it ain't soul 
balancing each other that a fair play to both you can't equate a total falsehood with an eyewitness account of 
a truthful avenged can you but that's he told the people now it is true that who was it tell a Z who wrote this 
book the power and the beauties that gay talese any right to meeting he wrote this book and in which it's the 
first time that although we knew it if they were known as the fascist failings in the bull pen there were four 
assistant or five assistant editors McCall was one of them 2il James and they were well I'm not going to bring 
any religious men | don't want to have any religious disputes about it but they were Catholic in the Catholic 
establishment right knighted States heads up ordinary question about it that Franco did thank to be running a 
Christian crusade against godless communism that is what he was running the crusade you see after he was 
no doubt backed by the Vatican the Vatican afterwards is the twelve blessed the Italian troops that came 
back well anyway this fascist phalanx he says plainly they that they were Catholics who slanted the news 
from their religious viewpoint because there were seven hundred people sent from Russia they said there 
was a Russian army there now no one has ever seen one Russian 
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now no one has ever seen one Russian soldier by soldier | do not mean an aviator or a mechanic in the 
aviation unit or a member of the tank corps | mean an infantryman there was not one Russian soldier 
infantryman there were if not two hundred thousand there were troops | myself saw round about them it ina 
in a wire enclosure although there was no reason for keeping a prisoner they love this 1,200 Italians who 
came over to our side when the first four divisions ran away at the battle called the battle of Guadalajara 
that's another misnomer it was the Battle of breath we go which was 10 or 15 miles they tried to get to 
Guadalajara they never got there | was in Guadalajara waiting for them they never got there at Brook waygu 
they were stopped they were stopped by whom by the Italian working people of Madrid under a man named 
Carlos general Carlos has remained as it was Victoria Vitali he was the Trieste he went and organized all the 
Italian working men in Madrid the day that Franco started the rebellion and when he heard that there were 
Italian troops there he went out with a megaphone and there were four divisions at what tried to get the 
Guadalajara and surround Madrid and he hid from telly italiani we are your brothers what are you fighting for 
you see we're fighting for the welfare of all the people in all this news and you are fighting for Mussolini who 
said you were being sent the Ethiopian police duty well it opened our eye they didn't even know that were in 
Spain some of the first ones who landed there they were getting 43 liras a day more though he did pay them 
all when he sent him abroad you see the Christmas you had the press 
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you see the Christmas you had the press look | mean in that situation when the Italian troops ran away and 
we interviewed 1200 we arrived we talked to the Italians who said we're glad that the it's over for us we come 
back what 50 miles perhaps or whatever it was to Madrid and there is the sensor with a telegram addressed 
to Matthews of the time saying why do you Say they're Italian troops and Spain Carney says there aren't any 
Carney on the other side we've had the Italian troops set the telegram that there were no Italian troops there 
and Matthews who with me were interview the Italian prisoners who had seen these these 40,000 runaway 
when when the dolly talked Italian to them get a telegram like this side yell James and | expose things like 
this and the times give us an orders never to mention my name will review my books because | tell the facts 
about how dirty and crooked they were in the in the Spanish war it was James's fall as | say mr. Salzburg 
who didn't even know what was happening | mean if anybody | ever hated in the newspaper business | think 
| hated James a whole lot more than | would hate and out a mountain owned crook like say William 
Randolph Hearst who made a deal with Hitler for $400,000 for his new service this concludes the second of 
the three part series on that magnificent man george's eldest we have with us dr. jean bird professor of 
journalism at the University of Texas who knows George Salas and has had a big part in reviving the name 
of George Salas in journalistic circles and also for the general public 
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circles and also for the general public Jean what is your evaluation of George zelda's and his contribution to 
journalism men to history well this man has just come into your living rooms and Den's is a voice of both the 
past and the present he's not only a man who is uniquely I'm born | think courageous in his criticism of the 
press historically any critic of historians also but he's a great and grand man who practices and continue to 
practice journalism you know he is very unpretentious and he is refreshing in contrast to many of the 
pompous eyewitness anchor people we see on television and he in contrast also to the frequently conceded 
in rather arrogant to reporters and self-centered professors and a few doctoral students we see who blindly 
accept the New York Times is the Word of God and perhaps you'd agree how much more realistic are his 
observations then you would call the old Walter Cronkite TV series titled you are there and the 
overdramatized docudramas but we see in which television makes yesterday's news seem like ancient 
history cells is is unique as | think you would agree after having seen in this series because he's one of those 
few journalists who thinks about what he does and that is an observation of ever Dennis who is a professor 
of journalism at the University of Oregon and who wrote an article about him in journalism history shortly 
after we gave him the award in Boston in 1980 which helped to bring cells back to the national limelight 
Denis a former colleague of mine also points out that sells has rejected in many ways the practices of 
journalism but he has never never rejected the idea of journalism also that he is an angry 
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of journalism also that he is an angry man but he is not bitter and | think anyone seeing him talk on this 
series we will see that that comes through he's valuable to scholarship also because he does research ina 
sense by matching reporting with better reporting often as a participant and as an observer of sort combined 
and this adds to our original knowledge about the world and about history and in our own people 
communications if you may know we too often | think rely just upon analyses of content that is what is 
reported and on survey research methods - as major research tools to tell us about what's what's going on in 
the world also he's an interpreter of history as well as historian he's somewhat of a living paraphrase of Mark 
Twain's reminder of how much people know that isn't so and perhaps somewhat of a paraphrase of the 
rather brash or remark attributed to Henry Ford that all history has bunk or as a nostalgia reminded me when 
| talked with him in Boston that he Euripides for example said let the facts speak for themselves and he sells 
Asbury has been very influenced by Montaigne's advice quote | speak the truth not so much as | would but 
as much as | dare and | dare a little bit more as | grow older and that gives us hope because a lot of people 
huh including my colleagues who thought he was dead those who knew things about him they are not that 
happy - still alive and | suspect that a lot of the people he's criticizing the press or not that pleased that he's 
still around but | am certainly you and a lot of other people don't share that hope is there there's one thing 
that strikes me very very strongly and that's the fact that this man is a 
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man is a cultured man he knew what he was talking about he was intimately familiar with the culture of the 
countries he was in he know five at least five languages always knew the language of the country he was in 
and yet nowadays do you see that well frequently the criticism of the press today does not have that kind of 
depth for a number of reasons perhaps and this brings to mind the fact that he had an entree and a direct 
contact with many incidents and many sources that perhaps today modern public relations and modern press 
agent rimae inhibit so he did have that special kind of privilege and one wonders what he's going to expose 
in his in his next book or the book that will be next it is an expose on public relations and so perhaps that has 
to be taken into account in contrasting him to some of the more modern critics people like David Halberstam 
indeed this book the powers that be now that became a best-seller and many of Nader's investigations are 
done through a direct type of observation investigation | don't know it's the cells is a unique man who's lived 
in an unique time and had any kind of a passive if you will in some of these instances which he shared with 
us on film | know when the networks for instance they refused to let their reporters learn the language 
become acculturated and actually become intimately involved and knowledgeable in the country that they're 
in situation that they're working in when they are there very long they jerked them out and bring a total 
stranger back then this is policy which is and we can see we can see how the reporting suffers from it well 
again | think that many of hey let's face it he's heading for a hundred and so that the practices of the media 
have changed and he | think many of his criticisms remain solid the kinds of things he talked about in the 30s 
many 
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things he talked about in the 30s many of these things are still true do you think that you think that the blatant 
censorship and distortion and lying still goes on it's not as severe | think that when he talked about the press 
ethics in the 30s they kind of poked fun at him but probably there has been a general improvement in 
pressed ethics in general but he is still he was warning us for example in the 30s about the dangers of 
cigarettes the problems of alcohol and so forth and and yet that is very time and today he talked about 
internal threats from corporate pressures as compared to even to the outside and pressures from the 
government and that's still relevant today so perhaps some of the newer critics are different some ways but 
in other ways they're carrying on his tradition mm-hmm well we'll see this tradition more intimately next week 
in our last section of this three-part series on Jorge cell dhis because will he'll tell us about his newsletter in 
fact he actually started a newsletter which had nationwide circulation how it was destroyed by the McCarthy 
era and he himself was hauled up before the McCarthy committee he talks about the press distortions and 
covering revolutions going on in Mexico and once again he talks about these things that the regular press 
ignored like the cancer and cigarettes and also the American concentration camps they are with us and they 
are legal and he exposed them first and this is something that still hadn't talked about in the regular media so 
we have another full hour about Jorge cell dis next week on alternative views good night 
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
